Although the 
paper discusses the use of fluorescent microspheres attached 
to monoclonal antibodies and mentions applications of this 
technology, there is no teaching or suggestion of the 
particular combination of features that characterize the 
binding assay and test kit of the present invention. Crystal 
ball gazing of the type reflected in the Dryer paper is at 
best an invitation to experiment and in no way places the 
present invention in the possession of the public.
